THE EFFECT OF WAR. 


A great deal of unnecessary uneasiness has been caused the in- 
habitants of the bay cities over the war in Europe. It was feared that 
the cessation of freight service between our country and foreign 
shores would result in a glut in the domestic market, and a consequent 
lay-off of workingmen. It was even feared in Richmond that the 
Standard Oil might lay off men. 

The bankers of San Francisco met yesterday morning, and in an- 
other column will be found an interview with the director of the ex- 
ploitation department of the Panama-Pacific Exposition, C. _H. Perry, 
which sounds the highest note of optimism. f 

A close analysis of the present regretable war in the old world 
will show that the war may be a blessing in disguise for Ameriea. 

There is no question but that the-conflict now raging is the great- 
est in the history of the world. More men and more machines of de- 
struction are being employed than ever before in any conflict in any 
time. 

If the war keeps up there is no question but that the loss of life 
will be appalling. The old world will be bathed in blood. Thousands 
of homes will be darkened and Europe and the old world will not 
recover in a hundred years from the effect of a protracted warfare. 

And, from the present indications, Europe is in for the bloodiest 
war of all history since the world began. 

Analysis of what the effects will be is, of course, hard to make, 
because there are no precedents to go by, nothing of the gigantic pro- 
portions of the present war has ever happened, and the interests of 
neutral countries are so closely allied in every day with the countries 
affected by the war that it is hard to predicate any guess as to what 
may happen, or as to how many nations may be vitally interested 
before the warfare ends. 

However, as nearly as the situation can be ‘analyzed at this 
time, it would seem that the thing for Richmond to do is to keep cool 
and not allow the first shock of this stupendous world misfortune to 
affect business. While it is true that the Standard Oil and other big 
' industries are vi r affected, in that they have temporarily lost 
their European markgts, it is equally true THAT MANY FOREIGN 
WORKERS WILL TAKEN FROM OUR SHORES AND AMER- 
ICANS WILL HAVE TO TAKE THEIR PLACES. THIS MEANS 
“THAT LABOR WILL BE HIGH AND MORE MONEY WILL BE 
TURNED LOOSE FOR THE SAME ‘AMOUNT OF WORK THAN 
WAS THE CONDITION BEFORE THE WAR. 

WHILE IT IS TRUE THAT WAGES WILL BE HIGHER AND 
THAT UNDER NORMAL CONDITIONS SUCH A THING WOULD 
MEAN AN INCREASE IN THE COST OF STAPLES, WITH THE 
EUROPEAN MARKET GONE, THE DOMEST#2\MARKET WILL 
RAPIDLY BECOME @LUTTED AND PICES WILL GO DOWN, 
PROFITS. WILL BE CURTAILED BY THE BIG PRODUCERS. 

While it. ig true that under normal conditions a glut-of the do- 
mestic market would mean a layoff of producers, the workers, IT IS

DURATION OF THE WAR. 

A great many persons are predicting that the war in Europe will 
be a long one. 

This would seem to be an erroneous impression. The fierceness, 
the very energy being expended, will make the war a short one. 
is improbable that it will last three months. 

War today is a science. It is a sciente which every country of 
the world has spent billions to perfect. 

Never before in the history of the world have we had such a war. 
‘Twenty million men, a thousand modern dreadnaughts, half a million 
cannons of the most modern pattern, millions of ‘pounds of high ex- 
plosives will hurl more millions of tons of metal, while modern high 
powered rifles in the hands of marksmen will do their deadly work. 

All the while, circling high above, the modern airship will be 
dropping death and destruction from aloft upon populous cities. 

There will be a single crash and war machines costing thousands 
will in an instant be dropping to total destruction. 

How could such a war last? How could the destruction of men 
and structures, of forts; and cities, of ships and fortifications, go on 
long? 

It must be a short war. As:much damage will be done, it is true, 
in a month as has been done in-past wars in a year. As many men 
will be mangled and slain. As many homes will be darkened. As 
many cities will be razed, all in three months, as could have been done 
during the.Civil War in four or five years. 

The very intensity of the war flame, fed as it is on hereditary 
enmity, backed up by modern fighting men and modern machines of 
destruction, will make the war one awful explosion which will leave 
the world dazed and blood-drenched rather than a slow process of 
destruction coming by degrees. 

New history will be made. New history has already been made.

It will be a world holocaust of Bes 
It: wk bé a horror which will put a blood-ré& blot.upon the histéry 
of the world which time can never erace. It will be the most titanic 
struggle that man ‘has ever engaged in since God created the world. 

City on city will go‘'down. The relics of the ages and the edifices 
of time be.razed. The bodies of‘the dead will be numbered by, the 
hundreds of thousands. The grief-stricken will be numbered by’ the 
millions. And all the world will put on crepe and mourn for the 
slain, for no country in the world but will feel the thrust of steel and 
hear the shriek of shé}i in some fallen friend or relative. 

Empires may be overthrown. “Monarchs may be cast down. Cer- 
tainly the map of a portion of the world will be changed and that map 
will forever stand in history unto the end of time as the RED SPOT 
of the world. 

And the pity of it is that in this advanced time, after all these 
years of efforts at peace, after all these years of education and en- 
lightenment and brain culture, th egreatest and most savage war of 
all time should come that monarchs may rule while men and women 
fall and die and décay. 

Ah, the pity of it all. 

And may God see fit to end it soon.
